I the planting interest
will swstein an agricultural paper, what ]
know on the subject, they can get free of
cost. Geormia alone, should sustain a
weekly agricultural paper, with 20,000
subseribers, paying in advance. A month-
Iy is too slow for the times” [There is
some truth in this. We shonld like to
comimunicate more often with our readers.
Guarantec ‘o us that Georgia will furnish
one-tenth of that 20,000 to start with.
and we will give you the Cultivator semi-
monthly or even weekly, ata fuir price.
But Southern weekly agricuitural journals
have thus far brought only loss to their
projectors, and the prospect now is cer-
tain!y not more in their favor than ferm-
erly. Until the country recuperates, we
shall have to be content to conduct a
monthly, consoling ourselves with the
fuct that in a monthly, the matter isTgen-
erally more carefully got up, and more

-to be relied on, than if hurried through,
asin a weekly paper.—Ep. So. Cuir.]

Last season, Peruvian
Guino was worth in New York and Bal-
timore, (the only places imported into,)
sixty dollars in gold, per ton of 2240 lbs.
Gold was worth 128 to 130 in green-
backs. It was bought up by traders, and
sent to Augusta, and sold there for £130
in green-backs, iur only 2000 Ibs. Make

I am asked often, what kinds of manure
to purchase, as well as at what market?
As [ do not wish to act against any per-
son’s interest, 1 will simply give n-a} eX-
perience. Peruvian Guano, and a kind
called Columbian Guano, are the only

<kinds that have ever paid ig my hands. =

When T gave a receipt several years
since, and published it in the Sowthern
Recorder, 20 use one half Peruviun and
the other Columbian Guano, which was a
mineral Guano, I then considered this the
best preparation; but the Columbian
Guano has been exhausted for a gnod ma-
ny years—therefore, I recall that receipt.
I have no doubt but some of the phos-
phatic Guanos heve some conrsiderable
value ; but they are held too high to puy
in my hands, Try them yourselves, at
first ona small, or larze seale, if you wish,
and test them on their own merits. =

The treatment of the various kinds of
soil does uiot vary so much ss we might
suppose. Extremes are likely to meet.
First. Rest your lands. Let a sandy
soil rest, for the following reasons: to ac-
cumulate vegetable mould ; to turn the
sand dark ; receive the heat, and prevent
reflection and burning what is above
ground; hold a uniform heat; fasten the
particles of sand together, so as to receive
and hold the water: all which are impor-
tant, besides the increase of its fertility.
On the other hand, rest a clay-soil, to ac-
camulate vegetable mould; to darken
the soil, as in the other case; to open the
particles of clay, that it may receive the
rain, let in air, light, gases, retain uniform.
heat aud moisture, besides increasing its
fortilizing qualities gencrally.

Does the Soil Need Rest!

Qur fathers” in  Agriculture quite gen-
erally held the opinion that Summer ful-
lowing greatly benefitted the soil by the
rest which it gave.  If the land lay utter-
ly idle through all the season ol'_grnwlh,
should it not recuperate its power of pro
duction? They believed it would. And
this opinion prevails Lo some extent at
the present time among furmers.

But absolute rest obvionsly adds noth-
ine to tiie soil; no food for plants de-
scends {rom the air above or rises from
the subsoil below. No favorable ¢hemi
cal action is known to be induced by ex-
posing a naked soil a Jong time to the
elements; on the contrary, it may be ap-
prehended that the washing of the rain,
the parching of the sun, the evaporation
of the atmosphere, remove some of the
volatile substances which are found in a
fertile soil. TRest dots not impart fertili-
ty to the sands of the desert, nor are ara-
Lile soils in a state of nature where they
are inereasing in fertility, ever permitted
to be destitute of vegetable covering.

The soil then does not need rest—it re-
3y cultivation we
mean here thoge phrsical changes which
may be made. It wants deep and thorough
working so thet the roots of plants can
reach every particie of soil; it neceds
draining to draw off’ the stagnant water
which is poison to the rootsof our cereals
and cultivated grasses. Ieep, though
frequent pulverisation of the soil, theugh
it adgs nothing to the amount of plant
food, will, by mzking it all available to
the crops, cause the Jand to be very pro-
ductive, for itis by the sole ageney of
what grows upon it that the farmer can
hope to increase the amount of plant
tbod in his land.

But is not land constantly producing
crops, whether of grain or grass, exhaust-
ing itself? Yes, if those crops are re-
moved {rom the soil and no remuneration
made therefor; but if the whole produce
of the ground is returned to it the amount
of plant food is increased. The soil be-
comes richer for the reason that the sub-
stance of the plant was only partly de-
rived from the seil, but largely from the
atmosphere;, and when the soil receives
again what it gave, througR the decompo-
sition of the plant, it has in addition nll
that was drawn from other sources. This
i= the reason why the ploughing under of
clover or other green crops for munure
enriches the soil. The crops have drawn
only part of their fertilizing components
fram the soil—they have gathered from
the air likewise—and it is precisely this
which increases the previous richness of
the suil. And if all the manure which
crops will make by passing through the
animal system be returned to the soil,
its fertility will doubtless be maintained ;
enough will be returned to replace the
ash-constituents of the plant which alons
were derived from the earth.

We conclude, then, that the soil does
not need rest to render it fertile. It nceds
cultivation and cropping.  Not reckless,
wasteful, unmethodical furming, but that
so planned and executed 25 to grow Jarge
and varied erops, and dispose of them in
such manner as to return the extracted
clements of fertility to the soil.—Rural
New Yorker.

We find the following among
cently enacted laws of Georgia,
commend it to the consideration
own law makers:

An Aet toencourage Shecp Raising in
this Stete :

Waerras, It is imporant to encourage -
sheep raising in this State ; whereas, great
complaints are made on account of the
luss of sheep throngh persons cntering
sheep walks or pastures under the pre-
text of hunting ; therefore—

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, That from and
after the passage of this Act, it shall not
be lawful for any person or persons to
hunt with dogs, fire-arms, or otiier imple-
ments, in or through any enclosed lands,
ficlds, walks, or pastures, wherein or
whereon sheep are kept or confined, with-
out the consent of the owner thereof.

Sec. 2. Be it further enucted, That for
every violation of this Act the person or
persons so offending shall be deemed and
held guilty of misdemeanor, and subject
to indictment in any court having juris-
diction thereof, and upon conviction, shall
be fined or imprisoned, or both, at the
discretion of the court; the fine not to
exceed fifty dollars, and the imprisoninent
not to exceed thirty days, for each oflence.
